Consequently, by narrcwing Soviet choices while putting them under pressure 
to give appearance of not backing down possibilities of miscalculation and 
excalation will be increased.

for US action will becom:2 obscure and world (as well as domestic opinion) 
will focus on then developing crisis. Pressures on US to cease and 
desist will rise and in this situation various deals involving US deployren ts 


abroad will be increasingly advocated.

allies with some success for years (Iran, Scandinavia);
